THE  COMMITTEE  OF  VISITORS, 

1873.

To  Her  Majesty’s  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  City  of 
London  in  General  Quarter  Sessions  assembled,  by 
adjournment,  on  Saturday,  the  31st  day  of  January, 
1874. 

THE  COMMITTEE  Report  that  on  the  1st  day  of  January, 
1873,  there  were  284  patients  in  the  Asylum. 

During  the  year  other  patients  were  admitted,  making  a 
total  of  322. 

Of  this  number  3  males  and  6  females  were  discharged  re- 

D 

covered,  3  males  relieved,  3  males  and  4  females  not  improved, 
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9  males  and  8  females  died ;  thus  there  remained  in  the 
Asylum  on  31st  December  last  118  males  and  168  females, 
making  a  total  of  286  patients. 

The  health  of  the  patients  during  the  year  has  been  very 
satisfactory,  but  17  out  of  a  mean  average  of  285  having  died, 
some  of  them  at  an  advanced  age. 

The  Asylum  during  the  past  year  has  not  only  been  full, 
but  has  on  many  occasions  had  one  or  two  patients  in  excess 
of  the  number  for  whom  proper  accommodation  could  be 
afforded,  and  admission  has  in  consequence  frequently  been 
refused  to  patients,  thereby  necessitating  their  being  received 
into  private  Asylums,  at  an  increased  expense. 

The  urgent  want  of  accommodation  being  manifest,  the

Committee  caused  plans  to  be  prepared  by  the  City  Architect 
providing  32  additional  beds,  at  an  estimated  expense  of 
4,00(P.,  and  forwarded  them  to  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy 
for  the  approval  of  one  of  Her  Majesty’s  Principal  Secretaries 
of  State,  as  required  by  the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act,  1853. 

The  Committee  not  having  any  funds  at  their  disposal  out 
of  which  the  cost  of  the  proposed  enlargement  could  be 
defrayed,  forwarded  a  resolution  to  that  effect  to  the  Court  of 
Common  Council,  and  on  the  29tli  May  last  the  Court  voted 
the  sum  required.  Subsequently,  a  communication  was  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  (which  will  be 
found  in  the  appendix),  recommending  u  some  more  compre¬ 
hensive  scheme  likely,  for  some  years  at  least,  to  provide  for 
“  the  annual  increase  which  takes  place  in  the  Pauper  Lunacy 
“  of  the  City.” 
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After  much  consideration  and  deliberation  the  Committee 
adopted  the  recommendation  of  the  Commissioners,  and  gave 
directions  for  the  preparation  of  new  plans,  to  afford  accom¬ 
modation  to  the  extent  of  70  additional  beds,  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  9,000/.,  being  an  increase  of  5,000/.  upon  the  original 
estimate.  These  particulars  were  also  communicated  to  the 
Court  of  Common  Council,  and  the  Committee  were  authorised 
by  them,  on  the  6th  November  last,  to  draw  upon  the 
Chamberlain  for  the  increased  amount,  thus  rendering  the 
levying  of  a  County  Rate,  which  otherwise  would  have 
been  unavoidable,  unnecessary. 

The  new  plans  and  estimates  were  forwarded  to  the  Com¬ 
missioners  in  Lunacy,  and  laid  by  them  before  the  Right 
Honourable  Robert  Lowe,  the  Home  Secretary,  and  received 
his  sanction  on  the  16th  December  last. 

It  is  purposed  to  commence  the  New  Building  in  the  Spring 
of  the  year. 

Some  alterations  of  a  minor  character  have  been  made  in 
the  Asylum,  and  others  are  in  progress,  which,  when  com¬ 
pleted,  will,  it  is  expected,  add  to  the  comforts  of  the  inmates. 

The  proceedings  instituted  for  the  recovery  of  the  legacy 
of  200/.  bequeathed  to  the  Asylum  by  the  late  Miss  Elizabeth 
Bath  us  proved  successful,  and  that  sum  (less  certain  legal 
charges)  having  been  received,  it  was  considered  that  the  most 
advisable  manner  of  applying  the  same  would  be  by  forming 
a  Benevolent  Fund  for  the  relief  of  destitute  recovered 
patients,  and  the  amount  was  accordingly,  for  that  purpose, 
invested  in  Consols  in  the  names  of  Mr.  Alderman  Besley,  the 
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Chairman,  Sir  J.  C.  Lawrence,  Bart.,  M.P.,  and  Benjamin 
Scott,  Esq.,  the  Chamberlain. 

Considerable  inconvenience  having  been  experienced  in 
consequence  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  supply  of  Gas,  a 
correspondence  ensued  with  the  Dartford  Gas  Company, 
which  resulted  in  an  arrangement  being  made,  whereby  the 
Committee  undertook,  upon  the  Company  laying  down  new 
and  larger  mains  from  the  works  to  the  Asylum,  to  continue 
to  purchase  their  Gas  at  the  rate  of  4s.  6 A  per  1,000  cubic 
feet  for  a  further  period  of  five  years,  to  be  computed  from 
the  1st  January  inst. 

The  Committee  regret  to  record  the  loss  they  have  sus¬ 
tained  by  the  deaths  of  their  respected  colleagues,  Sir  James 
Duke,  Bart.,  and  Sir  David  Salomons,  Bart.,  M.P.  The 
vacancies  thus  caused  have  been  filled  up  by  the  appointment 
of  Mr.  Alderman  Figgins,  M.P.,  and  Mr.  Alderman  Paterson. 

Mr.  Whitfield  Perkins,  of  Camberwell  House  Private  Lunatic 
Asylum,  has  been  appointed  to  the  office  of  Assistant  Medical 
Officer,  rendered  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  J.  F. 
W eatherliead,  through  ill-health.  The  Committee  are  desirous 
of  bearing  testimony  to  the  efficient  and  satisfactory  manner 
in  which  Mr.  Weatherhead  discharged  his  duties  through  the 

o  o 

period,  nearly  four  years,  during  which  he  held  office. 

The  scale  of  wages  paid  to  the  male  servants  has  been 
revised ;  and  having  regard  to  the  increased  rate  of  house¬ 
hold  expenses,  and  also  to  the  wages  paid  in  other  Asylums, 
the  Committee  made  a  general  advance  upon  the  original 
scale,  to  date  and  take  effect  from  the  1st  of  January,  1874. 
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The  conduct  of  the  attendants  and  servants  generally  has 
been  such  as  to  merit  approval,  although  four  cases  of  mis¬ 
conduct  have  arisen,  all  of  which  have  been  dealt  with — in 
one  case  by  reprimand,  and  in  the  others  by  dismissal. 

The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  made  their  annual  inspection 
on  the  26th  November  last,  and  a  copy  of  the  observations 
entered  by  them  in  the  Visitors’  Book  on  that  occasion  is 
appended. 

For  further  information  respecting  the  management  of  the 
Asylum,  the  health  and  general  conduct  of  the  patients, 
reference  is,  as  in  former  years,  made  to  the  Report  of  the 
Medical  Superintendent. 

The  Medical  Superintendent  (Dr.  Jepson)  and  the  Officers 
have  discharged  their  respective  duties  so  as  to  merit  the 
continuance  of  the  confidence  hitherto  reposed  in  them.

The  number  of  patients  at  present  on  the  Books  of  this 
Asylum,  all  of  whom  we  have  seen  to-day,  is  288,  viz., 
120  men  and  168  women.  These  numbers  show  an  excess 
of  2  on  the  male  side  and  1  on  the  female,  beyond  the  accom¬ 
modation  for  which  the  Asylum  is  calculated  to  provide. 
The  admissions,  discharges,  and  deaths  since  the  last  visit  here, 
12  months  ago,  are  as  follows  : —

In  every  case  of  death  a  post-mortem  examination  was 
made.  No  inquest  has  been  held.  Two  accidents  have  oc¬ 
curred,  both  to  male  patients.  The  first  happened  in  Sep¬ 
tember  last,  under  the  following  circumstances  :  a  patient 
endeavoured  to  close  a  door  that  was  open  between  two  of 
the  wards,  which  one  of  the  attendants  wished  to  prevent, 
and  a  struggle  ensued  between  the  two,  during  which  the 
attendant’s  hand  became  jammed  by  the  door,  which  the 
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patient  persisted  in  pushing  to.  With  the  hand  that  was 
disengaged  the  attendant  pulled  the  patient  back,  who 
accidentally  tripped  over  his  foot,  fell,  and  dislocated  the  left 
clavicle. 

The  case  was  made  the  subject  of  particular  inquiry  by  the 
Committee,  who  satisfied  themselves  that  the  attendant  was 
not  to  blame.  The  second  accident,  which  took  place  about 
a  fortnight  since,  and  to  which  our  attention  was  directed  by 
Dr.  Jepson,  occurred  thus:  a  patient  attacked  one  of  the 
attendants  with  a  can,  who,  to  protect  himself,  closed  with 
him ;  the  patient  fell,  and  when  down,  got  his  arm  round 
the  leg  of  a  sofa.  A  second  attendant  came  to  the  assistance 
of  the  first,  and  in  their  efforts  to  disengage  the  man’s  arm 
from  the  leg  of  the  sofa,  it  is  supposed  that  it  must  have  been 
broken ;  the  fracture,  however,  was  not  discovered  until 
next  morning.  Dr.  Jepson  fully  inquired  into  all  the  par¬ 
ticulars,  and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  blame  did  not 
attach  to  the  attendants.  We  also  made  some  inquiries,  and 
it  appears  that  the  occurrence  was  accidental. 

The  recorded  instances  of  seclusion  are,  1  man  on  one 
occasion,  and  2  women,  each  on  one  occasion  also,  and  in 
every  case  for  very  short  periods.  There  has  been  no 
restraint.  Those  at  present  under  medical  treatment  are,  on 
the  male  side  6,  and  on  the  female  9  A 

The  condition  of  the  Asylum  was,  in  respect  of  ventila¬ 
tion  and  cleanliness,  throughout  perfectly  satisfactory.  The 
sitting  rooms  were  well  warmed,  and  in  addition  to  being

comfortably  furnished  and  well  provided  with  books,  &c.,  are 
rendered  cheerful  by  a  very  liberal  supply  of  plants.  The 
bedding  allowed  for  each  patient  is  good  and  sufficient,  and  is 
kept  in  excellent  order. 

The  patients  themselves,  judging  from  their  dress  and  ap¬ 
pearance,  are  evidently  well  attended  to  as  regards  habits  of 
personal  cleanliness.  They  seemed  well  in  bodily  health. 
We  had,  as  usual,  many  complaints  of  their  detention  here, 
but  none  of  their  not  having  opportunities  of  preferring  these 
to  the  Committee.  In  other  respects  they  seemed  well  con¬ 
tented,  and  were,  in  their  behaviour,  very  free  from  excite¬ 
ment. 

We  saw  151  of  them,  74  men  and  77  women,  at  dinner 
together  in  the  Hall.  The  dinner  consisted  of  roast  or  boiled 
beef,  with  potatoes,  and  beer;  it  was  well  cooked,  and  seemed 
to  give  satisfaction.  The  beer  now  supplied  is  different  to 
that  provided  at  the  time  of  the  last  visit,  and  is  good. 

The  number  of  those  employed  in  useful  occupation  are, 
of  the  men  65,  and  of  the  women  106. 

Parties  of  each  sex  are  taken  out  beyond  the  grounds  for 
walking  exercise  on  three  days  in  the  week.  The  means  of 
their  amusement  indoors  in  the  way  of  dances,  &c.,  continue 
the  same  as  have  been  mentioned  in  previous  Reports.  There 
was  also,  during  the  Summer,  a  picnic  party  (attended  by 
about  50  of  both  sexes)  in  the  grounds  of  a  gentleman  living 
in  the  neighbourhood,  who  kindly  allowed  it  to  be  held  there, 
and  also  provided  refreshments  for  the  patients. 

There  is  no  special  arrangement  for  the  care  of  the  Epilep- 
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tics  at  night.  They  are,  however,  on  each  side,  as  far  as 
practicable,  placed  together  in  a  ward  which  is  next  to  the 
rooms  where  the  night  attendants  sit  between  going  their 
rounds.  The  duties  of  these  attendants  seem  to  be  efficiently 
performed,  and  last  night’s  returns  show  only  one  wet  case. 

The  appearance  and  comfort  of  many  of  the  corridors  and 
rooms  is  much  improved  by  the  further  laying  down  of 
Linoleum,  of  a  neat  pattern. 

In  the  Female  Ward  No.  8,  at  present  occupied  by  26 
patients,  there  is  but  one  water-closet.  What  is  now  used  as 
a  scullery  might  be  converted  into  two  water-closets,  and  the 
existing  water-closet  might  be  made  into  the  scullery.  We 
think  this  would  be  a  desirable  alteration,  which  we  beg  to 
suggest  for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee. 

The  arrangements  for  Divine  Service  are  as  before  reported, 
and  the  attendance  last  Sunday  was,  according  to  the  Chap¬ 
lain’s  Report,  in  the  morning  42  men  and  68  women,  and  in 
the  evening  37  of  the  former  and  74  of  the  latter. 


The  favourable  Report  which  the  result  of  our  inspection 
enables  us  to  make,  shows  that  this  Asylum  continues  to  be 
managed  with  great  zeal  and  kindness.

Memorandum. 

23 rd  June ,  1873. 

Dr.  Jepson  and  Mr.  Bailey,  representing  the  City  Archi¬ 
tect,  attended  by  appointment  in  reference  to  the  proposed 
enlargement  of  the  female  division  of  the  City  of  London 
Asylum.  According  to  the  present  plan  additional  accom¬ 
modation  will  be  provided  for  34  female  patients,  but  as  22 
women  now  occupy  a  dormitory  in  the  male  division,  there 
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will  only  be  an  absolute  gain  of  12  additional  beds,  a  number, 
in  our  opinion,  quite  insufficient  to  provide  for  the  pros¬ 
pective  wants  of  the  City. 

We,  therefore,  strongly  recommend  the  Visitors  to  re¬ 
consider  the  subject  of  the  extension  of  this  Asylum,  with 
the  view  of  carrying  out  some  comprehensive  scheme  likely, 
for  some  years  at  least,  to  provide  for  the  annual  increase 
which  takes  place  in  the  pauper  lunacy  of  the  City. 

Some  increase  to  the  space  of  single  rooms  is  no  doubt  de¬ 
sirable,  but  unless  the  better  lighting  of  the  corridor  is 
provided  for,  as  suggested,  by  substituting  windows  in  the 
place  of  two  single  rooms,  we  think  that  they  should  be 
limited  to  four  additional  rooms  on  each  floor,  instead  of 
eight  as  originally  proposed.  By  adopting  this,  the  corridor 
will  probably  be  sufficiently  lighted  by  one  large  end 
window. 

We  have  had  some  conversation  with  Dr.  Jepson  and 
Mr.  Bailey  as  to  the  best  mode  of  providing  the  additional 
accommodation  for  the  sick,  and  have  suggested  that  this 
should  be  by  means  of  a  small  well-managed  Infirmary, 
connected  by  a  corridor  with  the  western  extremity  of  the 
present  building.  These  suggestions  appear  to  meet 
Dr.  Jepson’ s  views,  and  Mr.  Bailey  promised  to  prepare 
sketches  for  the  consideration  of  the  Visitors.

RESIDENT  PHYSICIAN  AND  MEDICAL 
SUPERINTENDENT. 


The  Medical  Superintendent  has  the  honour  of  laying 
before  the  Committee  of  Visitors  his  Eighth  Annual  Report. 

There  are  in  the  Asylum  this  day  286  patients,  viz.  :  — 
118  males,  168  females,  against  119  males  and  166  females 
who  were  under  treatment  on  the  first  day  of  the  year. 
The  variation  in  the  numbers  of  those  resident  has,  for 
reasons  which  will  presently  appear,  been  exceedingly  small, 
the  mean  average  of  patients  throughout  the  year  having 
been  285 — 118  males,  167  females — the  ratio  being  in  exact 
proportion  to  the  amount  of  accommodation  at  present 
available. 

From  the  above  statement  it  will  be  evident  that  the 
Asylum  has  always  been  full,  and,  in  consequence,  admission 
was  denied  to  many  pressing  cases,  for  whom  accommodation 
had  to  be  sought  by  the  Relieving  Officers  elsewhere  ;  about 
30  patients  have  had  thus  to  be  provided  for,  while  only 
33 — 17  males,  21  females — have  been  received  into  this

Institution ;  these  numbers  correspond  very  closely  with 
those  of  the  deaths  and  discharges,  and  in  fact  a  vacancy 
was  no  sooner  created  than  it  was  tilled. 

There  has  been  but  one  re-admission  this  year,  that  of 
a  male  patient,  who  for  a  long  period  while  here  appeared 
mentally  convalescent,  but  who  speedily  relapsed  after  being 
released  from  the  care  and  discipline  of  the  Asylum. 

The  discharges  amount  to  but  19 — 9  male,  10  female — of 
whom  only  3  males  and  6  females  were  recovered,  3  males 
relieved,  and  3  males,  4  females  not  improved,  were  removed 
to  other  Asylums,  having  been  made  chargeable  to  Parishes 
beyond  the  City.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  the  per¬ 
centage  of  recoveries,  only  23*68,  should  be  so  low,  but 
this  result  must  be  attributable  to  the  paucity  of  recent 
admissions,  and  the  unsatisfactory  nature  of  the  cases 
admitted,  in  many  of  which  insanity  had  existed  for  a 
lengthened  period,  while  in  others  the  age  of  the  patients 
precluded  all  hope  of  a  recovery  being  effected. 

The  deaths  have  amounted  to  17 — 9  male,  8  female — 
against  6  male  and  7  female  in  the  previous  year,  when  it 
was  remarked  that 'the  percentage  upon  the  numbers  resident 
was  lower  than  it  had  ever  been.  The  number  of  deaths 
this  year,  though  in  excess  of  that  of  the  previous  one — the 
percentage  being  5*96  against  4*57 — is  still  lower  than  the 
average  in  this  and  other  Asylums,  and  it  is  a  circumstance 
worthy  of  remark  that  no  death  has  now  occurred  for  nearly 
four  months.  The  cause  of  death  in  every  instance  has  been 
natural  decay,  and  no  inquest  has  been  held. 

The  crowded  state  of  the  Asylum,  and  its  too  evident 
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inadequacy  to  meet  tlie  requirements  for  which  it  was 
purposed,  rendered  the  postponement  of  its  enlargement  no 
longer  possible.  Plans  have,  therefore,  been  prepared  by 
the  City  Architect,  submitted  to  the  Commissioners  in 
Lunacy,  and  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Home  Department,  but  too  late  to  admit  of  any  works  being 
commenced  until  the  Spring.  It  is  proposed  to  build  a 
new  Infirmary  at  the  western  extremity  of  the  Female 
Wing,  and  to  enlarge  the  present  one,  rendering  it  suitable 
for  the  classifying;  together  of  the  whole  of  the  female 
epileptics.  These  additions  will  increase  the  accommodation 
by  70  beds,  and  will  allow  of  the  ward  in  the  male  division, 
now  filled  by  22  females,  being  restored  to  its  legitimate 
occupancy. 

Among  the  structural  improvements  which  have  been 
adopted  during  the  past  year  may  be  enumerated  the  re¬ 
laying  of  the  whole  of  the  wards,  corridors,  and  passages 
with  new  Linoleum;  that  now  laid  down  is  double  the 
thickness  of  the  original,  which  had  been  in  use  since  the 
opening  of  the  Asylum,  and,  though  the  outlay  has  been 
considerable,  it  is  believed  that  economical  advantage  will 
eventually  be  gained  by  the  Institution.  A  new  crank  has 
been  fitted  to  one  of  the  two  sets  of  pumps  in  the  well,  and 
at  the  same  time  new  stages  were  erected  throughout  its  depth, 
the  old  ones  having  been  found  to  be  decayed  and  insecure. 
These  alterations,  apparently  insignificant  in  themselves, 
were  not  carried  out  without  much  labour  and  anxiety,  but 
were  happily  accomplished  without  accident  of  any  kind. 

Amono*  the  casualties  incident  to  the  assembling  together 

<d  o  o 

of  many  very  impulsive  patients,  two  only  have  taken  place 
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which  require  a  word  of  comment  ;  in  one  instance  a  patient 
received  a  dislocation  of  the  right  collar  bone  through  falling 
over  the  foot  of  an  attendant  with  whom  he  was  struggling, 
and  endeavouring  to  injure;  in  the  other,  a  very  excited  and 
unmanageable  patient  sustained  a  fracture  of  the  right 
fore-arm,  wdiile  violently  resisting  the  efforts  of  two  attendants 
to  undress  him ;  both  cases  were  made  the  subject  of  minute 
inquiry — in  the  latter  by  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy 
themselves,  at  their  visit — and  in  each  the  cause  was  deemed 
unavoidable. 

Four  instances  of  escape  have  occurred,  and  on  each 
occasion  the  patient  was  brought  back  to  the  Asylum  within 
a  short  period.  The  plan  of  liberally  rewarding  those  through 
whose  agency  escaped  patients  have  been  retaken,  has 
stimulated  the  residents  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Asylum 
to  surprising  diligence  in  giving  information  and  assistance, 
while,  on  the  other  hand,  increased  watchfulness  on  the 
part  of  the  attendants  has  been  occasioned  through  strict 
enforcement  of  the  rule  which  provides  for  the  repayment 
of  the  expenses  incurred  in  retaking  a  patient,  wholly  or  in 
part,  according  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  by  the 
official  through  whose  negligence  the  escape  has  been 
effected. 

The  duties  of  the  attendants  and  other  servants  of  the 
Institution  have,  with  some  exceptions,  been  very  satis¬ 
factorily  performed.  A  great  boon  has  been  conferred  upon 
the  males,  most  of  whom  are  married,  by  an  addition  of  £3 
annually  to  their  wages  ;  the  increased  price  of  provisions, 
and,  indeed  of  all  necessary  articles,  pointed  out  the  necessity 
for  this  advance,  which  has  also  been  extended  in  a  pro- 
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portionate  degree  to  the  artisans  and  labourers.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  liberality  of  the  Committee  of  Visitors  will 
meet  with  a  warm  response  in  increased  zeal  and  activity 
being  shown  by  all  who  are  thus  benefited. 

The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  paid  their  statutory  visit 
to  the  Asylum  on  November  26th  ;  they  again  recorded  their 
approval  of  its  management,  and  of  the  satisfactory  con¬ 
dition  of  the  patients  and  the  wards. 

The  Winter  Entertainments  provided  for  the  amusement 
of  the  patients  have  been  conducted  as  hitherto.  In  the 
month  of  July  last  an  invitation  was  received  from 
Thos.  llonaldson,  Esq.,  for  a  picnic  to  be  held  in  his  grounds 
at  Sutton  Place,  near  Dartford.  About  50  patients  of  both 
sexes  were  able  to  avail  themselves  of  it,  and  were  conveyed 
to  his  residence  in  three  large  vans,  hired  for  the  occasion, 
their  attendants  and  the  Asylum  Band  accompanying  them. 
A  liberal  repast  was  provided  for  their  refection,  which  was 
succeeded  by  dancing  on  the  Lawn,  and  before  returning 
home  in  the  evening  cordial  thanks  were  heartily  expressed 
to  their  hospitable  entertainers  for  so  generous  a  treat,  the 
value  of  which  to  the  mentally  afflicted  can  scarcely  be 
over-estimated. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Weatherhead,  who  has  filled  the  office  of 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  for  nearly  four  years,  has  resigned 
his  appointment,  and  will  leave  as  soon  as  his  services  can 
be  dispensed  with.  The  Medical  Superintendent  desires  to 
take  this  opportunity  of  testifying  his  appreciation  of  the 
conscientious  manner  in  which  Mr.  Weatherhead’s  duties 
have  been  performed;  uniformly  zealous  and  untiring  in 
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their  execution,  his  loss  to  the  Institution  will  be  personally 
felt  by  all  with  whom  he  was  associated. 

The  Medical  Superintendent  again  proffers  his  cordial 
thanks  to  all  the  officers  for  courteous  aid  on  every  occasion.
